Thank you for your letter of 14 October 1964 in response to one 
of several recent UFO reports which I submitted to the USAF, i.e. 
UFO Snes on 9 September 1964 in the Boston, Massachusetts, 
North Shore Area. Iin-answer-to-your questions concerning the 
possibility that the "second object" sighted by James Warsher and 
his friend was a searchlight or spotlight, I am supplying the 
following information. 


One of my initial questions to Mr. Warsher was whether a search- 
light reflection on a cloud layer was what he might have witnessed 
as there were low scattered clouds over Boston and such a light 
could have performed the maneuvers described. i received an 
emphatic "no" from him. He described the object as solid, having 
depth, and flying below the cloud base. Only the "bottom" of the 

object was dimly glowing. As regarding your query whether Ir, 
Warsher felt that the second object was "trying to intercept or 
catch the advertising plane", the answer is also negative. The 
nireraft was on the other side of she Charles River heading toward 
the W3Z ze Sore whereas the UFO was approaching from the opposite 
direction over the Charles River toward their car on the Harvard 
Square Bridge. Other cars and a lTA bus stopped on the bridge 
while their occupants observed the odject. t passed directly over 
the bridge, made a sharp turn with no curve radius and proceeded 
directly ‘for the large light on the Jonn Hancock Building and made 
2-3 90° square turns around this light. It then came back toward 
and almost over the Charles River where it accelerated upwards 
into the cloud base. At all times the object witnessed appeared to 
be solid, elliptical in shane with a dimly-sglowing base. ihe object 
exnibited several typical UfO characteristics: i.e. its elliptical 
shape: ability to perform turns with no curve radius; and, a change 
in color upon acceleration wmless this was caused by sround lights 
ing on the object or because of its light being affected as

For some reason there has been a rash of UFC sightings in this 
area Lor the past Soy months. esterday I sent out several ecent

I am presently working 
on several more recent reports: - a UFO which overtook two jets which 
had just broke the sound barrier over Brockton, Mass. and which then 
dropped to hover over Brockton in three different areas after malinz 
abrupt maneuvers; the other involved a UFC observed hovering over a. 
street in the city of Naverhill, Mass. around 1:00 AM one morning.

base had a soft glow coming from it. Illumination from nearby 
streetlights revealed a dome-likxe structure on oe, The sight of it 
sent the witnesses nee yee the police station! Uetails will be 
sent out shortly to AFSC (f° and to civilian groups.

30 March 1964, paragraph 77, would you be so kind as to send me the 
USAF fact sheet on the ict PN eco Socorro, New Mexico UFO sishting 
by Socorro patrolman Lonnie Zamora on 24 April 1964? Also, would you 
please expand on the meaning of Art 200-2, par. 77 in relation to 
roe office making available to the public "all releases” concerning 

O sightings reported to the USAF? Ii realize that this does not 
include those reports which are classified and those which are “for 
Official Use Only” but would those reports cleared by your office 
for distribution to the public be available to me? would it be possible 
for an interested individual like myself to receive back copies and be 
put on a distribution list for future releases or would I have to ask 
for such "releases" specifically i.e. referring to each sighting 
separately? I have followed the UFO problem for seventeen years anc am 
dependent upon UFO information through UFO organizations; newsclip 
service; personal contacts and personal investigations concerning UFO 
sichtines. Any "releases" available from The Office of information, 
Office of the Secretary of the Air Force would be greatly appreciated 
and would be a great aid in my own U#O research. e implications of 
the the sightings of real *unknowns" throughout the world are enormous 
and complicated. One needs as much information as possible to carry on 
a serious study oF these objects.
